Firm Taken 
to Cleaners 


REDWOOD CITY— Owners of a 


Daly City car wash charged in 
superior court Friday that they 
were taken to the cleaners by 
some competitors. 


The complaint is in Hie form of 


a $21,000 lawsuit filed by David 
and Janit Fyne and Ruth Papkin, 
owners of the Westlake Autowash 
at 2075 Juniporo Serra boulevard. 


The suit states that a year ago 


the defendants, Henry ][. Hall 
and Robert H. Catechi, agreed to 
buy the car wash for $214,050, 
giving a check for $1000 as deposit. 


"The plaintiffs," the suit states, 


"took defendants into their place 
of business for a period of one 
month, taught them how to run a 
car wash business, disclosed their 
method of operations, books and 
trade secrets." 


Then, it is charged, the de- 


fendants suddenly stopped pay- 
ment on their deposit check and 
opened up a place of their own 
nearby 
"in 
direct 
competition 


with plaintiffs, using the skills, 
methods and trade secrets ob- 
tained from plaintiffs." The suit 
alleges that the agreement was 
made "only with the intent to 
induce plaintiffs to teach them 
how to run a car wash business." 


The plaintiffs ask for 510,000 


general damages, $10,000 punitive 
damages and for the $1000 they 
once had.
